The claimed unreacted aliphatic diamine of formula (1) of less than 2% by weight 
was attempted to be distinguished over that of Example 1 in Yonehama et al. Patent 
No. 6,562,934 of 15.1 wt% (col. 7, lines 56-57). However, Example 2 shows a free 
MXDA (meta-xylylenediamine) content of 0.62 wt% (col. 8, lines 14-15).
